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Continuation of 1 1 : does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments that the applicant has submitted 
does not overcome rejections using the prior art used by the examiner. 

Applicant firstly argues, on page 8, lines 27-32, page 9, lines 8-11, page 10, lines 28-36, that Suzuki fails to disclose read rotation speed 
being selected based on the write rotation speed when switching from a write mode to a read mode. Examiner disagrees as Suzuki 
discloses the read rotation speed being selected based on the write rotation speed when switching from a write mode to a read mode (Fig. 
13, column 15, lines 21-58), where counting the frames determines the speed at which recording or writing and reproducing or reading 
occurs and this speed will be different depending on whether the apparatus is in read or write mode. Applicant secondly argues, on page 
11, lines 1-22, that Suzuki and Isobe fail to disclose selecting one of at least two speed settings for the read mode in dependence on an 
actual rotation speed of the record carrier during the write mode when switching from write mode to read mode, the difference in the 
rotation speed between said actual rotation speed and the speed in the read mode being limited by said selection. Examiner disagrees as 
Suzuki discloses selecting one of at least two speed settings for the read mode in dependence on an actual rotation speed of the record 
carrier during the write mode when switching from write mode to read mode, the difference in the rotation speed between said actual 
rotation speed and the speed in the read mode being limited by said selection (Fig. 13, column 15, lines 21-58), where there are several 
different speed settings to be selected from which is dependent on the number of frames counted, which is based on the rotation of the disc 
during reading, or reproducing and writing, or recording modes and switching between these two modes as this apparatus does perform 
both reading and writing. 
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
